Such 
regulation  shall  not  extend  to  the  display  of  printed 
or  written  matter  attached  to  any  legally  parked  motor 
vehicle,  nor  shall  such  regulation  extend  to  activities 
conducted  wholly  on  private  property  so  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  people  approaching  or  entering  a  polling 
place.   Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100.00)  for  each  offense,  such 
penalty  to  enure  to  the  Town's  General  Fund.

The  year  1982  has  been  a  rather  busy  one  for  the  Town 
including  growth. 

ELM  AVE  BRIDGE 

Hearings  were  held  on  the  Elm  Avenue  Bridge  with  the  State, 
Hopefully,  if  funds  are  available,  it  has  been  put  on  the 
priority  list  and  may  possibly  be  done  in  1983. 

202  &  GOODELL  ROAD  JUNCTION 

Two  meetings  were  held  on  the  U.S.  202  and  Goodell  Road 
project.   The  earliest  date  possible  for  work  to  be  done 
will  be  1984-1985,  again  if  State  funds  are  available. 
There  has  been  some  fatalities  on  this  section  of  road. 
It  would  include  about  .5  of  a  mile  approaching  the  cemetery 
in  an  easterly  direction  toward  Town. 

FIRE  HOUSE  #2,  NORTH  BRANCH 

This  building  was  restored  after  wind  damage  in  June  1981. 
Restoration  work  was  done  by  John  Morina  Co.  of  Hillsboro, 

New  Hampshire. 

GREGG  LAKE  DAM 

Dayspring  Construction  of  Hillsboro,  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Louis  Scheyd,  rebuilt  the  Gregg  Lake  Dam.   On 
November  29th,  a  letter  was  received  from  the  N.H.  Water 
Resources,  "On  unanamous  vote  to  notify  the  Town  of  Antrim 
on  the  construction  of  the  dam,  according  to  the  Boards 
approved  plan  and  that  all  work  was  completed  in  a  satis- 
factory manner." 

TOWN  HALL  ENERGY  EFFICIENCY  PLAN 

Aluminum  windows  were  installed  on  the  upper  half  of  the 
building.   The  lower  windows  in  the  basement  were  blocked 
up  and  painted. 

ELDERLY  HOUSING 

"Antrim  Village"  was  started  May  30th  and  completed  in 
November.   The  forty  apartments  were  available  December  1st 
and  by  December  15th  only  two  apartments  were  unoccupied. 
Antrim  Village  was  built  by  BIDCO  under  supervision  of 
Robert  Kargman  with  State  and  Federal  Assistance. 

SEWAGE  &  WATER 

At  Town  Meeting  in  1982,  a  Sewer  and  Water  Commission  was 
established  to  handle  the  management  and  operation  of  that 
utility.   In  1982  we  saw  the  completion  of  the  sewer  con- 
tract with  Anderson  Nichols.

TAX  COLLECTOR 

We  have  had  another  turn-over  in  the  tax  collector's 
office.   Virginia  Grant  resigned  as  of  October  1981. 
Mrs.  Sally  Martel  took  over  after  Virginia.   Sally  re- 
signed August  31,  1982.   Mrs.  Janice  Boatright  was  then 
appointed  as  the  tax  collector.   Janice,  as  tax  collector, 
takes  care  of  property  taxes,  resident  taxes  and  the 
collection  of  the  sewer  and  water  bills. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

We  have  had  Public  Service  make  a  study  on  Town  Lighting. 
The  original  lighting  is  antiquated.   The  old  lights  would 
be  replaced  by  sodium  lamps  which  will  give  better  light- 
ing at  a  lower  cost. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

A  new  cruiser  was  purchased  for  the  police  department. 
We  would  like,  at  this  time,  to  let  the  men  on  the  Police 
Department  know  we  appreciate  their  high  standards  and  the 
work  that  has  gone  into  making  the  department  a  credit  to 
themselves  and  our  town. 

HAWTHORNE  COLLEGE 

During  1982,  payment  of  Hawthorne  College  taxes  were  brought 
up  to  date.   This  now  entitles  the  college  to  the  exemption 
on  theii  taxes  which  has  been  reinstated.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  SEWER  &  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 

The  Antrim  Sewer  &  Water  Department  has  been  in 
existance  for  two  years.   We  thought  it  appropriate  to 
bring  you  up  to  date  on  "what's  happening." 

As  you  have  probably  noticed,  the  Sewer  Department 
budget  has  stabilized.   We  believe  that  it  is  realistic, 
and  except  for  inflation,  will  probably  not  have  to  be 
substantially  increased  in  the  near  future.   As  the  users 
have  noticed,  we  have  dropped  the  sewer  rates  three  times 
in  the  last  ywo  years,  to  their  present  level  at  about 
twice  the  water  rate.   We  have  reduced  them  for  two  reasons, 
a  stabilized  budget  and  increased  usage.   The  last  reduc- 
tion was  do  to  "Antrim  Village"  coming  on  line. 

The  big  news  is  our  chance  to  join  with  the  Town  of 
Bennington  in  the  operation  of  our  treatment  facility. 
Antrim  can  do  nothing  but  gain  in  this  venture.   Bennington 
will  join  us;  buying  in  our  capitalization  and  contributing 
to  our  yearly  operating  budget.   Their  capital  contribution 
is  based  on  the  percent  of  users  each  town  will  have  in  the 
system;  Bennington  20%  and  Antrim  80%.   Their  percent  of 
the  operating  budget  will  be  based  on  the  total  flow  each 
town  contributes;  Bennington's  should  be  approximately 
15-25%. 

Unlike  the  Sewer  Department,  the  Water  Department 
faces  some  problems  in  the  future.   The  Government  passed 
the  "Safe  Drinking  Water  Act"  which  is  designed  to  ensure 
that  communities  have  safe  drinking  water  now  and  in  the 
future.   To  calm  any  fears,  the  Act  is  not  necessarily 
designed  to  close  open  reservoirs  such  as  Campbell  Pond. 
It  does  say  that  we  should  "treat"  waters  from  such  sources 
to  ensure  water  quality.   The  Commissioners  have  retained 
consulting  engineers  to  aide  us  with  this  problem.   In 
keeping  with  this,  we  are  determined  to  minimize  the 
present  problem  of  "mud  and  rust"  in  the  water.

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ROAD  AGENT  REPORT 


As  you  all  know,  the  heavy  snow  last  winter,  as  well 
as  the  late  April  snowstorms,  set  work  behind  for  your 
road  crew.   The  heavy  June  rains  didn't  help  any. 

During  July  and  the  first  half  of  August,  we  spent 
repairing  the  many  drainage  problems  left  from  the  sewer 
project,  as  well  as  repairing  shoulders  around  the  Village, 

The  Warrant  article  for  Congreve  and  Whiton  Roads  was 
completed  by  widening,  graveling  and  putting  in  the  needed 
drainage . 

White  Birch  Point  Road  was  in  need  of  repairing  from 
winter  damage.   This  project  was  taken  care  of  by  hot 
topping  and  drainage.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TUTTLE  LIBRARY 
-  1982  - 


The  Trustees  of  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library  met  for 
eleven  regular  monthly  meetings,  excluding  the  month  of 
July.   Meetings  are  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  the  month 
and  visitors  are  welcome.   The  secretary's  minutes  are 
available  for  reading  at  the  library.   In  March  the  two 
newly  elected  trustees,  Carole  Webber  and  Hugh  Giffin  were 
welcomed  and  a  new  chairman,  Richard  Pleasants,  was  elected. 
Twila  Tenney  was  re-elected  treasurer  and  Doris  Gilman, 
secretary . 

The  Library  is  being  used  by  the  Antrim  Historic 
District  Commission  for  its  regular  meetings  and  also  by 
the  Adult  Tutorial  Program. 

Chairman  Richard  Pleasants  attended  the  meeting  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Library  Trustees  Association  in  Concord  in 
October  on  the  subject  of  "public  awareness"  and  found 
that  the  James  A.  Tuttle  Library  is  doing  an  excellent  job 
in  that  respect.   The  library  building  will  have  its  75th 
anniversary  in  August,  1983  and  plans  are  underway  for  the 
celebration. 

Jane  Miller  and  Carole  Webber  have  taken  on  the  work 
of  general  refurbishing  and  reorganization  of  the  historical 
rooms.   New  window  shades  and  draperies  are  being  made  and 
the  rooms  will  be  pl'easanter  and  neater  in  appearance. 

Patrons  will  appreciate  the  new  railing  on  the  lower 
library  steps,  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  highway.   We 
hope  this  easier  access  will  be  helpful.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
-  1982  - 


The  organization  of  a  local  branch  of  New  Hampshire 
Friends  of  the  Library  in  February  has  had  a  rejuvenating 
effect  on  the  Tuttle  Library  in  several  ways.   Thirty- 
six  Friends,  of  which  six  were  non-adults,  worked  at 
fifteen  different  jobs  for  a  total  of  287  1/4  hours, 
making  an  in-kind  contribution  of  $1,004.79.   Some  of  the 
more  visible  achievements  of  this  energetic  group  have 
been  the  publication  of  four  newsletters,  a  summer  book 
sale,  and  story  hours  and  workshops  reaching  hundreds  of 
Antrim  children.   One  result  of  these  and  other  activities 
is  that  the  1  brary  staff  has  more  time  to  devote  to 
technical  and  professional  library  work. 

Moreover,  the  involvement  of  more  people  in  library 
programs  was  surely  a  factor  in  the  unprecedented  increase 
in  circulation,  from  16,066  in  1981  to  18,029,  a  jump  of 
over  12%.   What  this  means  is  that  more  hours  were  spent 
in  providing  service  to  the  patrons,  from  the  visual  work 
at  the  circulation  desk  through  the  exacting  job  of 
answering  reference  questions,  to  the  behind-the-scenes 
work  involved  in  selecting,  acquiring  and  processing 
materials  for  the  patrons  to  use.   This  increase  in  work 
loads  must  be  alleviated  by  an  increase  in  professional 
staff  in  1983. 

Our  permanent  collection  of  over  11,000  volumes  was 
increased  by  410  last  year,  with  77  books  leased  through 
the  McNaughton  plan,  and  833  items  borrowed  from  State 
Library  sources  and  area  libraries.   We  have  increased 
periodical  holdings  to  50  adult  and  12  juvenile  titles, 
as  well  as  6  newspapers.   Several  cassette  tapes  were 
purchased  with  funds  raised  by  the  Turtle  Palyers,  and 
have  proven  to  be  popular  with  mothers  of  young  children; 
school  age  children  enjoy  listening  to  them  in  the  Library 
on  a  tape  recorder  received  as  a  gift. 

Seventy-five  Turtle  Players  performed  in  two  plays 
in  the  spring,  "Tom  Sawyer"  and  "Help  help!  the  Globolinks," 
and  presented  the  proceeds  of  nearly  $300.00  to  purchase 
special  materials  for  the  children's  room,  including  a 
new  puppet  theatre.   For  the  summer  reading  program, 
"Bookman",  35  children  read  721  books.   School  children, 
accompanied  by  their  teachers,  made  121  visits  to  the 
Library  from  January  through  December,  taking  out  3,040 
items,  and  16  movie  programs  were  enjoyed  by  1,768  viewers. 

In  July,  three  film  programs  from  television's 
"The  American  Short  Story,"  were  presented  under  the  aegis 
of  the  Nubanusit  Cooperative  to  enthusiastic  audiences 
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averaging  55  adults.   Discussions  were  led  by  humanist 
Lyman  Gilmore  as  part  of  a  grant  from  the  N.H.  Council  for 
the  Humanities.   The  size  of  the  audience  was  due  largely 
to  the  participation  of  the  New  England  College  Elderhostel 
program.   A  panel  discussion  in  November  on  Civil  War 
literature  attracted  a  small  but  interested  audience;  in 
May  a  large  group  of  adults  and  children  were  entertained 
by  the  Harrisville  Morris  Dancers. 

Gifts  in  1982  were  many  and  varied.   Thirty-five 
individuals  and  2  organizations  gave  books,  magazines, 
records  and  games,  some  of  which  were  specifically  ear- 
marked for  the  Friends'  book  sale.   In  addition  to  the 
aforementioned  tape  recorder  we  received  2  oil  paintings 
by  former  local  artists  Laura  Chestnutt  and  John  Caughey, 
mounted  photos  of  recent  space  shots  by  photographer 
Bruce  Chesson,  and  gifts  in  memory  of  John  Nichols  and 
Gertrude  Meador  for  the  purchase  of  books  concerning  the 
use  of  nuclear  energy,  a  particular  interest  of  John's, 
and  children's  books  of  New  England  history.   Mrs.  Meador 
was  formerly  a  teacher  in  the  local  school.   A  gift  in 
honor  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ross  Fleming's  50th  wedding  anniver- 
sary was  specified  for  books  of  the  theatre. 

Lisa  Obert,  local  artist  and  craftswoman,  gave  her 
collection  of  51  art  books  jointly  to  the  Tuttle  Library 
and  the  Fuller  Library  in  Hillsboro.   The  collection  has 
been  divided  in  two,  and  will  be  exchanged  between  the 
two  libraries  annually.   This  interest  shown  in  developing 
particular  areas  of  the  Library's  holdings  has  made  the 
librarian's  job  interesting  and  challenging,  but  has  also 
consumed  many  hours  of  professional  time.   In  short, 
as  library  service  increases,  so  does  the  librarian's  job. 

Our  present  Board  of  Trustees  has  the  collective 
ability  to  look  upon  tradition  with  respect,  meet  the 
present  head-on,  and  approach  the  future  with  imagination. 
Their  support  has  contributed  in  a  big  way  to  a  successful, 
growing  year  in  the  Library,  and  the  Town  has  much  to  look 
forward  to  in  future  library  improvements  as  long  as  such 
dedicated  and  capable  citizens  are  elected  to  the  Board.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 


Despite  being  two  members  short,  we  were  able  to  make 
progress  on  most  of  our  projects  this  year.   The  field  at 
the  Hurlin  Property  (Antrim  Center)  was  thoroughly  cut 
back  with  a  brush  hog,  as  was  the  entrance  to  the  Center 
Cemetery  across  the  road.   Selected  clearing  was  carried 
out  to  expose  more  of  the  stone  walls  and  to  improve  the 
view.   Preliminary  work  was  done  on  a  nature  trail  and 
the  Demonstration  Woodlot.   There  will  be  an  official 
opening  of  this  property  after  blackfly  season. 

The  Lily  Pond  Trail  was  maintained  but  no  guide 
or  trail  map  was  printed  because  we  lack  one  landowner's 
permission.   We  hosted  a  walk  on  our  new  trail  Goodhue  Hill 
as  well  as  snowshoe  outing  on  the  wetlands  above  Gregg  Lake, 
We  contacted  Camp  Sachem  and  offered  to  help  revive  parts 
of  their  trail  system.   A  winter  trail  at  Campbell  Pond 
is  under  consideration. 

More  work  was  done  on  Summer  St.  Dam  Park.   We  are 
especially  grateful  to  former  Commission  member  Gordon 
Allen  and  to  David  Hurlin  for  providing  the  fence  and  some 
landscaping.   Not  much  was  done  on  other  parts  of  Great 
Brook  Pond,  but  Continental  Telephone  is  considering 
proper  landscaping  on  their  frontage.   Also,  we  are  hoping 
to  interest  a  civic  organization  in  working  on  a  playground 
near  the  tennis  court  and  we  will  apply  for  a  matching 
funds  grant  for  dredging  and  landscaping.   Along  with  the 
Park  Board,  we  are  trying  to  utilize  the  pond  and  provide 
multiple  uses  that  can  be  readily  enjoyed. 

We  helped  support  the  efforts  of  an  Antioch  Grad 
School  intern  in  our  schools.   With  the  help  of  the  Woman's 
Club  we  sponsored  Gretchen  Morris  at  the  Conservation 
Camp  in  Windsor.   We  plan  to  continue  working  with  scouts 
during  1983  which  has  been  designated  "The  Year  of  the 
Forest"  in  New  Hampshire. 

Last  spring  we  planted  more  little-leaf  linden  and 
mountain  ash  trees  to  finish  the  program  started  in  con- 
junction with  the  building  of  the  town  sewer.   We  will 
maintain  the  trees  by  mulching  and  pruning  for  a  few 
years.   Although  there  was  some  vandalism,  most  of  the 
trees  are  doing  well. 

During  1982,  the  McCabe  property  was  transferred  to 
the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests 
and  we  have  discussed  some  possible  trail  development 
with  them.   This  could  provide  public  access  from  the 
center  of  town  to  the  banks  of  the  Contoocook  River. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

With  a  variety  of  situations  occurring  within  the 
Community  during  1982,  the  Antrim  Police  Department 
appreciates  all  the  support  that  this  community  has  shown. 
It  is  essential  that  we  continue  to  work  together  to 
accomplish  community  goals.   Although  we  are  a  small 
community,  you  can  see  by  the  activities  experienced  by 
the  Police  Department,  we  can  still  suffer  big  city  crime 
on  occasion.   We  must  all  be  aware  of  this  so  we,  as  a 
community,  can  prevent  this  type  of  activity  from  taking 
place  within  our  neighborhoods. 

The  following  statistics  were  compiled  from  the 
Antrim  Police  Department's  activity  logs: 

There  were  2,468  telephone  calls  received  by  the 
Department,  resulting  in  the  police  having  to  respond 
1,535  times.   1,493  were  received  between  the  hours  of 
8  a.m.  and  4  p.m.   797  were  received  between  the  hours 
of  4  p.m.  to  12  midnight.   178  were  received  between  the 
hours  of  12  midnight  to  8  a.m. 

There  were  a  total  of  20  Felony  arrest  and  158 
Misdemeanor  arrest. 

687  vehicle  stops  were  made  with  199  citations  being 
issued .

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

The  Antrim  Board  of  Adjustment  held  five  hearings 
and  welcomed  a  new  chairman.  Marguerite  Roberts,  to  the 
helm  during  1982. 

Last  spring  the  Board  heard  a  reguest  for  a  final 
Special  Exception  to  be  granted  to  the  Boston  Investment 
and  Development  Company  for  the  Antrim  Village  elderly 
housing  project.   The  hearing  was  necessitated  by  a 
change  in  the  developer's  plans  which  added  five  apartment 
units  to  the  project.   The  Special  Exception  was  granted 
and  BIDCO  began  work  on  the  project  in  the  early  summer. 

Requests  for  permission  to  add  two  one-car  garages 
to  single  family  homes  were  the  subject  of  three  hearings 
in  the  summer.   In  each  case  certain  problems  were  en- 
countered with  the  placement  of  the  garages  and  called 
for  Variances  from  the  side  line  requirements.   The  request 
was  originally  denied  but  a  second  hearing  after  a  switch 
in  placement  finally  granted  a  Variance  to  the  second 
petitioner . 

The  final  hearing  of  the  year  concerned  a  request  to 
subdivide  a  building  lot  into  two  smaller  lots,  one  of 
which  did  not  have  the  required  frontage  needed  in  the 
Rural  Zone.   The  Variance  was  granted  with  conditions. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  George  McLean  for  his 
leadership  and  service  to  the  Board  over  the  past  five 
years.   George  served  as  chairman  for  four  years.   It  was 
a  difficult  time  when  the  roles  of  zoning  boards  across 
the  state  was  being  redefined  and  George's  leadership, 
knowledge  and  dedication  served  the  Board  and  Town  well.

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REPORT  OF  THE  RECYCLING  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


This  past  year  the  Antrim  and  Bennington  Recycling 
Study  Committee  met  an  average  of  once  a  month  to  work 
out  the  best  recycling  system  for  the  landfill  with  the 
least  cost  to  the  taxpayer.   Putting  the  emphasis  on 
saving  money,  we  agreed  to  propose  a  barrel  system  which 
reguires  less  than  $200  for  a  returnable  deposit  on  the 
barrels  and  will  allow  voluntary  recycling  of  glass  and 
possibly  cans.   The  money  made  from  this  would  go  into 
developing  a  more  efficient  and  extensive  recycle  center, 
similar  to  the  one  we  originally  proposed  (Town  Report, 
1981)  which  would  ultimately  help  us  save  land,  natural 
resources  and  money. 

After  three  years  of  researching  the  recycling 
question,  we  are  convinced  that  it  is  going  to  be  a 
necessary  way  of  disposing  of  our  trash  eventually  and 
that  the  sooner  we  can  begin  to  prepare  for  it,  the 
easier  and  less  expensive  it  will  be  in  the  future.   We 
see  towns  around  us  forced  into  recycling  and  we  hope 
that  by  our  present  actions  we  can  delay,  or  even  prevent, 
the  lack  of  options  they  are  now  feeling.

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ANTRIM  HISTORIC  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 
First  Annual  Report  1983 

The  Antrim  Historic  District  Commission  was  recommended 

by  the  Old  Fire  Station  Committee   and  was  constituted  by  the 

vote  of  the  Town  at  the  March  1981  Town  Meeting.   The 

Commission  was  formed  in  February  1982,  and  the  Commissioners

Brian  Nelson  Burford  was  elected  Chairman,  and 
Frances  Carson  was  elected  Secretary  of  the 
Commission. 

The  Commission  feels  that  we  were  asked  by  the  Town's 
residents  to  study  the  historic  sites  in  Antrim  and  the 
available  methods  for  preserving  them.   We  were  also  asked 
to  recommend  at  town  meeting  any  action  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  our  heritage.   Towards  these  goals,  the 
Commission  has  spent  its  first  year  in  various  activities. 

In  an  effort  to  learn  more  about  Historic  Districts 
and  how  they  work,  the  Commission  arranged  a  panel  of  four 
speakers  representing  AMHERST,  HANCOCK,  HARRISVILLE,  AND 
HILLSBORO.   The  speakers  discussed  the  aim  of  their  Districts 
and  their  experiences.   The  panel  was  open  to  the  public 
and  several  townspeople  attended  as  well  as  area  residents. 
The  Commission  also  began  thinking  about  placing  the  Old 
Fire  Station,  the  Town  Hall,  and  possibly  other  village 
buildings  on  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places.   The 
application  is  being  researched  and  completed  at  the  present 
time.   Additionally,  the  Commission  is  seeking  the  means  to 
distribute  a  brief  questionnaire  to  Antrim  residents  to 
better  learn  their  concerns  about  their  Town's  past. 

Besides  the  Panel,  the  National  Register  of  Historic 
Places,  and  the  questionnaire,  other  ideas  and  projects  have 
been  discussed  and  proposed.   Among  these  are  a  Historic 
Tour  of  buildings  in  the  Village,   It  is  the  hope  and  the 
aim  of  the  Commission  to  focus  the  Town's  pride  in  the 
historic  setting  and  keep  as  much  of  it  as  possible  from 
being  needlessly  destroyed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ANTRIM  PLANNING  BOARD 
-  1982  - 

The  year  1982  was  mostly  a  very  quiet  one  for  the 
Planning  Board.   Applications  for  subdivisions  were  at  a 
low  point  -  surely  a  consequence  of  the  national  economic 
slump,  high  interest  rates,  and  the  after-effects  of  high 
inflation.   Whereas  in  1981,  the  Board  dealt  with  9  pro- 
posals for  subdivisions  and  6  annexations,  in  1982  the 
tally  was  4  subdivisions  and  3  annexations. 

Antrim's  subsidized  elderly  housing,  hereafter  known 
as  Antrim  Village,  occupied  much  of  the  Board's  attention 
during  the  first  four  months  of  1982.   The  project's 
developer,  BIDCO,  was  required  to  change  plans,  needing  an 
amendment  to  the  zoning  provision  that  had  been  especially 
tailored  to  the  project's  specifications.   During  the 
amendment  process,  the  developer  determined  that  a  satis- 
factory design  could  be  made  within  the  existing  zoning, 
so  the  proposed  amendment  was  cancelled  and  the  project 
proceeded . 

The  one  remaining  Planning  Board  responsibility  for 
Antrim  Village  was  the  relocation  of  Depot  Street  as  it 
intersected  Aiken  St.  and  Route  202.   The  compromise 
solution  was  accepted  by  the  Town,  by  the  Antrim  Village 
developer,  and  by  the  Goodell  Company.   Although  the  solu- 
tion was  formally  agreed  upon,  the  necessary  curbing  and 
parking  lines  cannot  be  completed  until  the  Spring  of  1983. 

The  Antrim  Planning  Board  is  a  group  of  conscientious, 
civic-minded,  informed  citizens  that  the  Town  can  be  proud 
of.   The  Board  met  23  times  during  1982,  even  though 
occasionally  the  agenda  was  more  concerned  with  informal 
Board  matters  than  with  Public  Hearings,  of  which  five 
were  required  during  the  year.   In  1982,  Paul  Mercier 
relinquished  his  ex  officio  position  on  the  Board. 
Selectman  John  Jones  became  a  faithful  member.   Jerry 
Wright  resigned  as  an  alternate,  unable  to  arrange  his 
business  so  that  he  could  attend  meetings .   We  were 
delighted  in  November  to  welcome  Rachel  Reinstein  and 
William  MacCulloch  as  alternate  members.   The  Board  is 
now  at  full  strength,  thoroughly  familiar  with  its 
responsibilities  and  procedures. 

When  it  became  clear  that  the  N.H.  Legislature  was 
not  going  to  alter  the  so-called  "manufactured  housing" 
statute  passed  in  1981,  the  Town  Counsel  strongly  advised 
the  Board  to  specify  and  allow  "mobile  home  subdivisions" 
in  the  zoning  ordinance.   The  substance  of  such  an  amend- 
ment had  been  discussed  at  length  and  worked  out  by  the 
Board  during  1981.   On  November  18,  1982,  the  Board 
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unanimously  approved  a  proposed  amendment  to  comply  with 
RSA  31:119.   On  December  9,  1982,  the  Board  accepted  a 
petition  for  a  zoning  change,  the  meeting  having  been 
formally  advertised  as  specified  in  RSA  36:8.   One  petition, 
signed  by  25  voters  of  the  Town,  was  presented:   it  would 
permit  "mobile  homes  or  trailers"  in  any  zoning  district 
of  the  Town,  subject  only  to  the  same  requirements  as 
"dwelling  units  built  entirely  on  site."   After  the 
required  two  public  hearings  on  both  amendments,  the  issues 
will  be  on  the  ballot  at  the  annual  Town  election,  March 
8,  1983. 

The  process  of  preparing  a  Master  Plan  for  Antrim 
was  advanced  during  1982.   Reports  from  the  five  Citizens 
Advisory  Committees  will  be  made  early  in  1983  so  that  a 
draft  of  the  Plan  can  be  put  together. 

The  Planning  Board  continues  to  receive  excellent 
cooperation  from  the  Selectmen,  the  Board  of  Adjustment, 
the  Town  Counsel,  and  the  Conservation  Commission.
